years. Is at last to be transform­ 
ed into a practical plan. 
No general formula wrhich will 
at once change the status of the 
many branches 
of 
farming 
in 
America but a general attack on 
the problem Itself' may be said 
to be the policy of Herbert Hoo­ 
ver. 
For a long time the discussion 
of the farm problem 
has 
been 
confined 
to 
McNary-Haugen- 
ism or a 
particular 
scheme 
of 
farm aid. thus making secondary 
the remedy of some of the other 
weaknesses In 
the 
agricultural 
situation that 
have 
contributed 
in large part to the inability of 
the farmer to gain the rewards 
that he felt were due him. 
H o o v er N o t F r ig h te n e d 
To Mr. Hoover the farm prob­ 
lem Is merely another question 
of readjustment such as other In­ 
dustries. more closely woven and 
more 
definitely 
concentrated, 
have been able to erect in the 
post-war period. 
While he rec­ 
ognizes 
the 
enormous 
conse­ 
quences of farm depression when 
it occurs, and realizes the extent 
to which the farmer question has 
been discussed in American pol­ 
itics. the president-elect is never­ 
theless not at all frightened by 
the size of his task. 
His mode 
of attack will 
be 
exactly 
that 
which lie has 
fashioned 
before 
the complicated problems of in­ 
dustry. 
First of all. Mr. Hoover feels 
that many factors 
enter 
into a 
solution. 
He wants an effective 
tariff to preserve the home m ar­ 
ket and 
safeguard 
the 
farmer 
from competition. Next, he wants 
cheaper 
transportation; 
and 
third, elimination of waste in the 
processes of distribution. 
Fin­ 
ally he is concerned with the at­ 
tainment of “a greater stability in 
prices, which are now unduly af­ 
fected by the 
seasonal 
surplus 
and by the periodic surplus over 
one year to another." 
Mr. Hoover realizes that cheap­ 
er water way 
transportation 
is 
not 
Immediately 
o b t a i n able 
though it 
is 
an 
objective 
for 
which he will strive. 
He 
con­ 
ceives that something can be done 
at once about the tariff but he 
is aware that the elimination of 
waste in distribution 
is 
not 
a 
matter for one 
season 
or 
one 
year. 
Surplus Problem 
This brings 
the 
agricultural 
surplus problem 
directly 
to 
a 
method which has been charac­ 
teristic of 
the 
president-elect’s 
administration of the department 
of commerce. 
He 
has 
sought 
there to bring

5 Miners Killed; Many Hurt 
When Train Hits Broken Rail

SLAYERS SANE 


Physician Makes Exam­ 
ination of Two Women 
Held for Murder 


St. Joseph. Mich., Feb. 20—(/P)— 
Professor William A. Roerner. of 
the psychology department of Notre 
Dame university, 
declared 
today 
after an 
unofficial 
investigation, 
that Mrs. Ethel Lewis and her 
daughter, Mrs. Okel Gorham, he’d 
here In connection with the deaths 
of four children of each, are sane. 
Professor Roemer. while denying 
that he Is a specialist In diseased 
minds, said hie examination of the 
two women in the county Jail here 
convinced him both are sensible of 
right and wrong. 
The two women and their hus­ 
bands, Herbert Gorham, 61, and 
Wallace Lewis, 59, were arrested 
February 12. two days after the 
death of an infant son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Gorham at the Lewis home in 
Eau Claire. 
Mrs. Gorham, who is 
but 23 years old, charged her moth­ 
er with killing seven other chil­ 
dren of the two families. 


Know s Right and Wrong. 


She later confessed that she was 
present when “dope" was placed In 
the milk of the last child who died 
and the two women were arraigned 
on first degree 
murder 
charges. 
Their husbands were released. 
The Notre Dame educator, who 
undertook the examination of the 
two women today on his own initi­ 
ative. said Mrs. Gorham’s mind is 
not normal but said both women 
“have a knowledge of what is right 
and wrong” aud that “they ure 
capable of 
undemanding 
court 
proceedings." 
“I think Okel is telling the truth 
as she sees It." he said, regarding 
her accusations against her mother, 
“but it is possible her imagina­ 
tion is distorted. 
The main far ts 
as she presen Le them I believe to 
be true.”

He was arrested in connec­ 
tion with a murder In Chicago but 
police would not say whether It 
wa* the slaying of members of the 
“Hugs’’ Moran gang. 
Lewis admitted 
having 
served 
sentences in the Danville, 111., peni­ 
tentiary and in the federal prison 
at Leavenworth. Kans., for viola­ 
tion of the Dyer act. 
He was arrested in a hotel here 
and was in the act of throwing a 
blackjack through a bathroom win­ 
dow in attempting to escape, when 
police interrupted him. 
He said 
he had gone under the name of Joe 
(Nosey) Lewis. 
Police said he bore a marked re­ 
semblance to Philip Keywell, men­ 
tioned in connection 
with 
the 
‘‘Purple Gang’* here, whose photo­ 
graph was identified in Ch'cago as 
one of the men who rented a room 
across the street from the garage 
in which the massacre occurred 
last week. 


Sen. Curtis Sends 
His Resignation to 
Kansas Governor

ter of Vice President-elect Curtis 
to the governor of Kansas, resigu- 
ug his seat in the senate effective 
March 3, was read today to the 
senate. 
The resignation of Senator Cur­ 
tis, who is Republican leader of 
the senate, thereby becomes effec­ 
tive the day before he assumes the 
office of vice president.

in the eeuate to succeed Curtis.

FOUR COACHES JUMP 
TRACK; MEN ON 
WAY TO WORK 


Peoria, 
III., 
Feb. 20—(ZP)—Five 
minora were killed, four so seri­ 
ously hurt that they may die and 
about 150 others suffered less se­ 
vere injuries in a train wreck to­ 
day. 
Four cars of an eight-coach 
train of the Peoria Terminal Rail­ 
way company plunged over a 25- 
foot embankment near Hollis, five 
miles south of here. 
The train, carrying 
about 
750 
miners to work at the Crescent 
coal mines, 15 miles south of Pe­ 
oria, was proceeding at the rate 
of only 12 or 15 miles an hour, 
miners and railroad officiate said, 
when one of the 
coaches 
was 
thrown off the tracks by what min­ 
ers said was a broken rail and 
broken “fish plate,” the iron bar 
connecting the rails. 
One car after another tumbled 
down the embankment with their 
loads of from 60 to 75 miners each. 
until four ears were piled in the 
ditch feomp of them almost upside 
down, others on their sides. 
A 
fifth car left the tracks and slid 
part way down the bank but re­ 
mained upright. 
In some of the cars were coal 
heaters and one was set afire by 
an overt unled stove. 
The bluz* 
was extinguished 
Lefore 
it had 
spread to other carr but not be 
fore a miner was probably fatally 
burned. 
He was pulled from the 
car by a companion. 


Forty in Hospital*. 


The homes of many of the men 
wrere nearby and within a few min­ 
utes scores of wives, mothers and 
children were rushing frantically 
to the scene, some facing the five 
below zero weather without stop­ 
ping to don wraps. 
Tonight 40 injured 
men 
still 
were in hospitals. 
About IOO oth­ 
ers had been treated for minor in­ 
juries and taken to their homes. 
Those 
killed 
were 
William 
Brown, Lester Jones. George Wilk­ 
inson, Cecil Walker and Charles 
Luthy, all residing in or near Pe­ 
oria. 
Wilkinson was sitting with his 
son when the crash came. The son 
helped pull his father from the 
wreckage and started with him to 
the hospital but stopped to notify 
the wife and mother. 
When they 
reached the hospital the man was 
dead. 
Many of the miners charged that 
the “fish plate.” blamed partly for 
wreck, had been broken for several 
days and both the railroad and the 
county authorities started an inves­ 
tigation. 
Coroner William Elliott 
announced an Inquest 
would 
be 
opened tomorrow.

Violations of the code of eth­ 
ics warranting revocation of 
li­ 
censes he listed to include habi­ 
tual intemperance, 
betraying 
a 
patient in a professional 
way, 
and advertising fake cures. 
Dr. Hugh Cahot, dean 
of the 
Univerlaty of Michigan 
medical 
school, declared the family 
doc­ 
tor was a thing of the past. 
“The public demand for 
spe­ 
cialists, despite the high fees of 
these specialists, has placed the 
popularity of the old family doc­ 
tor on tho wane,” he said. “ As a 
physician I have time and again 
told my patients that they 
did 
not require X-ray or other treat­ 
ments lately evolved by science, 
but in most cases, my advice has 
been disregarded. This high brow 
Idea has been lesponsible for in­ 
creasing medical fees.” 
Dr, Ray Lyman Wilbur, presi­ 
dent of Leland Stanford Jr., uni­ 
versity, urged adoption of a na­ 
tional policy In the granting 
of 
physician’s licenses.

Menominee Farmer 
Finds Raising of 
Sheep Profitable 


R. M. Crandall, of Talbot, Me­ 
nominee county, Is proving that 
the upper peninsula small sheep 
flock can be made a profitable as­ 
set. 
Starting a little over a year ago 
with 35 breeding ewes. Mr. Cran­ 
dall has added five lambs to his 
flock and has made the wool and 
the lamb crop pay the 
original 
cost of the ewes. Now’ his flock of 
40 is free and clear. 
The average wool clip per ewe 
was a little over ten pounds. Feed 
used was largely roughage with 
some sweet clover hay. 
The ewes 
get from 30 to 50 pounds of grain 
apiece previous to and during the 
lambing season. 
Grain fed to the 
ewe has proved more profitable 
than when fed to the young lamb. 
Mr. Crandall is arranging for al­ 
ternate pasturage for his flock, with 
a view to avoiding internal para­ 
sites. The fact that the investm ent 
paid for itself the first year with 
an increase of five lambs shows 
that the flock was well cared for 
and that the original outlay was a 
profitable one.

Crop 
Improvement 
association 
wore explained by It.

Kuhn, 
farm crops specialist, at meetings 
of farmers at Rapid River yester­ 
day afternoon and at Perkins last 
night. 
This association is an organiza­ 
tion of Michigan fanners, formed 
for the purpose of producing seed 
of exceptional merit. 
Mr.

said 
Any farmer can belong by 
the payment of one dollar in dues 
each year. 
The organization is 
responsible for the maintenance 
of a high q u a l i t y in seeds recom­ 
mended by the farm crops depart­ 
ment of the Michigan State Col­ 
lege. 
The farmers were advised to 
buy 
seed 
from 
other 
farmers 
when they know the seed is pure, 
high In germination and produc­ 
tion. and to buy only from seed 
companies that are known to be 
dependable. 
"Do not buy from mail order 
seed companies because they do 
not have to conform to our seed 
laws.” 
Mr. 
Kuhn said. 
“ Good 
seed costs money the same as all 
good 
merchandise. 
Beware 
of 
advertised cheap seed; 
there Is 
usually something wrong a ith It. 
*T>o not buy any seed unless 
you know what weeds or mixtures 
it contains, whether it will grow 
and produce good yields. 
Certi­ 
fied seed is your hest buy. 
Grow 
it for three or four years and then 
buy a fresh supply."

now proposes that this new board 
frhall have “ a hoard authority to 
net aud be authorized to assist in 
th e further development of coop­ 
erative m arketing: that it shall 
assist 
in

development 
of 
clearing houses for agricultural 
products, in the development of 
adequate warehousing 
facilities, 
In the elimination of 
wastes 
in 
distribution, and in the solution 
of other problems as they arise.M 
These quoted 
word** 
of 
Mr. 
Hoover** state an objective, but 
he Is ready 
to 
reinforce 
them 
with authority to the hoard, “ to 
build up with initial advances of 
capital 
from 
the 
government, 
farmer-owned 
and 
farmer-con­ 
trolled stabilization corporations 
which will 
protect 
the 
farmer 
from depression and the demoral­ 
ization of sum m er and periodic 
surpluses” 
For the purpose he 
suggests that the board “ should 
have placed ut its disposal such 
resources as 
are 
necessary 
to 
make its action effective.” 
Indeed Mr. Hoover means by 
this pledge to 
give 
agriculture 
something it never 
had 
offered 
to It before, namely tho complete 
and unlimited physical, financial 
and moral assistance of the gov­ 
ernment in putting the industry 
on a sound basis. 
It means real­ 
ly the organization of agriculture 
along lines it has never been cap­ 
able of developing for itself. That 
is why Mr. Hoover 
himself 
re­ 
m arks that “ no such far reaching 


and specific 
proposal 
has 
ever 
been made by a 
political 
party 
on behalf of any Industry in our 
history” and he further describes 
it as a practical business proposi­ 
tion.” 
Farm ers Help Selves 
To avoid the impression that 
he is planning to put the govern­ 
ment into operation of a com m er­ 
cial business the 
president-elect 
points out that the operation de­ 
pends upon the 
farmer 
himself 
and “ puts t^ie government in its 
real relation to the citizen— that 
of cooperation.” 
Mr. 
Hoover will endeavor to 
avoid in legislation 
any 
specific 
solution, but will rather attempt 
to give the federal 
farm 
board 
such general powers that It can 
handle the surplus problems in 
every emergency that may arise, 
following somewhat the principle 
on 
which 
the 
federal 
reserve 
board functions 
and 
depending 
on tho federal agency to bring' 
about agricultural 
readjustm ent 
by consultation with the various 
elements in the industry and the 
encouragement of stabilization of 
corporations that can have and he 
grunted government loans, 
(iflvflrnmcnt the I’ionccr 
This means that 
the 
govern­ 
ment will step in with the idea 
of developing a credit system for 
surplus 
opt rations, 
which

ultimately be handled by private 
capital and private banking-insti­ 
tutions.

iiWiliam the Conquered” 
Still Aspires to Power; 
Has No Love for Doom 


Doom. Holland (NEA)—William 
Hohenzollern, one-time Kaiser of 
Germany, has adopted Doom and 
Doom, in turn, has adopted him. 
But there is no real deep-seated af­ 
fection on either side. 
With each, 
the motive is the same—self-inter­ 
est. 
From the ex-kaiser's standpoint 
it is just as well to have the good 
will of the people among whom he 
has to live. He wants to be greet­ 
ed as "the great man.” 
On the other hand. Doom has a 
dollars and cents interest in him. 
He put the obscure village on the 
map. 
For decades, out on the flat 
plains fifteen miles from Utrecht, 
it just existed. 
Now it flourishes. 
There is not much to Doom—a 
postoffice, a church, several gro­ 
cery shops, several dairies, several 
butcher shops, a book store, a ga­ 
rage. 
Its e!in-lined streets might 
be those of one of our New Eng­ 
land villages. 
But business has 
been looking up in Doom. 
The 
ex-kaiser buys all his provisions 
there. 
The Doornites are strictly 
commercial. 
Business is business. 
One of them had a copy of a ser­ 
mon the "Court 
Preacher” 
was 
to deliver on William's birthday 
md he offered to sell it. for the 
modest price of forty gulden—some­ 
thing over sixteen dollars. 
After the local choral society 
had gone up to sing to the fallen 
monarch, a pretty girl was asked 
what songs they chose. 
She said: 
"iii tell you for ten gulden.” 
Movements Restricted. 
The victorious allies of 1815 sent 
Napoleon the Great into exile. The 
victorious allies of 1918 did not 
have a chance to send William 
tile Little Into exile. He fled there. 
But Napoleon, penned up on the 
Isle of St. Helena, was no more a 
prisoner than is William, although 
nominally 
the 
Hohenzolleru 
is 
free. 
The one-time kaiser knowns that 
his movements are restricted. The 
Dutch government, 
for 
instance, 
would not like it if he happened 
lo take an auto ride near the Ger­ 
man frontier. Hence. William does 
not ride in that direction. 
In'fact, 
he makeR almost 
no 
excursions. 
About the only friend on whom lie 
calla is Count Bentinck, of nearby 
Amernngen. 
The count was his host in Hol­ 
land. 
until 
he 
bought 
House 
I>oorn. 
Once upon a time William had 
splendid dwellings all over Ger­ 
many. In Berlin he had the palace 
in the shadow of the state church. 
In Potsdam he had the o'd palace. 
md the beatuiful Sans Souci built 
by Frederick the Great. 
He had 
'lie new palace. with its picturer 
set in solid silver frames and its 


magnificent rock and crystal room 
where the Christmas parties used 
to be held. 
Now all that he can 
call home is House Doom. 
It is a mere courtesy to call it a 
castle. 
It is really a Dutch coun­ 
try manse of two stories with an 
attic. Many a rich American would 
acorn it, even as a country resi­ 
dence. 
Its front is of red brick; 
its back of yellow stone. 
The en­ 
tire domain over which William is 
reduced to be lord and master is 
nothing but a 25-acre 
lot 
thick 
with standing timber. 
It is sur­ 
rounded by a high wire mesh fence, 
fastened to iron 
stanchions 
and 
topped with three strands of cruel 
barbed wire—the kind German sol­ 
diers had to attack at William’s 
orders for four long yearn. 
In his household there are only 
his wife. Princess Hemline, and 
his step-children. 
His own sons 
and grandsons are rarely guests 
in the house. 
There is an ill-con­ 
cealed feud between them and Her- 
mine. 
William is rich, the former 
crown prince is poor, and Hermlne 
holds the puree strings tightly. Be­ 
sides, she wants to be the female 
Hohenzollern — by marriage — and 
this claim is bitterly contested by 
the former Crown Princess Cecilie 
and her husband. 
Loves to Strut. 
In William, as Kaiser of Ger­ 
many, there always y a s much of 
the actor who loved to strut on the 
imperial stage. In William Hohen- 
zollera, the fallen monarch, there 
still is a great deal of the histrlon. 
Germany is a prosperous and going 
concern as a republic, 
but 
the 
Hohenzollern still looks upon him­ 
self as the "All Highest" by grace 
of God. 
Others may forget it. He 
never does. 
The checkered black and white 
royal standard floats from House 
Doom. 
The silver and the plate 
on the table are marked with the 
crown 
and 
the big “W.” 
The 
chairs, the tapestries, the hangings 
all have their 
crown 
and ”W.” 
When he donated to the towns­ 
people of Doom a rose garden, he 
adorned it with a huge stone vase 
also marked with the big "W.” At 
various places in this garden there 
have been erected sign boards pro­ 
claiming that this is the "Keizer 
Wilhelm Rosarium.” 
He reveled in thp recent cele- 
grations held in House Doom in 


honor of his 70th birthday. 
Pro­ 
tocols were drawn up Just as they 
were before the war. 
One gave a 
list of the guests, when they were 
to arrive and where they were to 
be lodged. 
All the "exes" were 
given their full pre-war titles just 
as if a war had never happened 
and as if Germany were not a re­ 
public. 
The Prize Package. 
Another protocol gave the pro­ 
gram. 
It was the prize packet of 
the lot. 
It sets forth "His Impe­ 
rial Majesty’s" wishes as to how 
the guests should dress on the va­ 
rious 
occasions. 
Therefore, 
auto 
after auto rolled up with princes 
who never smelled 
gun 
powder, 
hut all decked in field gray, red 
tabs and all and with the familiar 
old pickhauble (spiked helmet) of 
the old days. 
William got him­ 
self up in a field marshal’s uni­ 
form Just as if Germany’s military 
force had not been cut down by 
the treaty of Versailles to 100,000 
and just as if he were still War 
Lord. 
More, he even chose 
the 
text 
upon 
which 
Hofprediger 
(Court 
Chaplain) Vogel was to speak at 
the religious services on his birth­ 
day. 
Now Dr. Vogel is consider­ 
able of a man and student. 
He 
started out as an officer iu the old 
imperial army and he still looks 
like a soldier. 
But he turned to 
theology and was so brilliant and 
so able that before William Ho­ 
henzollern lost his throne, Vogel 
was made hofprediger by which 
title he is still known by the loyal 
in Potsdam. 
But able or not, Dr. Vogel was 
given no choice in the text of his 
own 
sermon. 
The 
All-Highest 
chose it for him—Romans 1:16— 
"For I am not ashamed of the 
Gospel of Christ; 
for 
it is the 
power of God unto salvation to 
everyone that believeth." Dr. Vogel 
rose manfully to 
the 
occasion. 
William was praised to the skies. 
His day would come. 
He would 
be rewarded for the Christian hu­ 
mility with which he bore his cross.
